General Douglas MacArthur’s record is open for all 
to see. He has served America as few other men have 
served the Republic. An outstanding student at West 
Point, his leadership in the Pacific theatre during 
World War II proves his early suspected capabilities. 
His firm, yet farsighted, administration of Japan of- 
fers irrefutable proof that the United States need never 
have abandoned a potentially good ally (as was the 
case in Germany and China) in order to appease the 
Soviet Union. 


The strictly American record of MacArthur is of 
double importance at the present time.

In 
fact, I told it in substance during the time President 
Roosevelt was alive.
